GAS TAX NOW ON 


Consumers Affected By New Pennsyl­ 
vania Law. 


The state tax of one cent a gallon 
on gasoline is effective today. 
Motor­ 
ists and other users of gasoline or 
other petroleum derivatives used for 
generating 
power by 
internal com­ 
bustion now begin paying an exact 
cent in compliance with Act No. 308, 
passed by the last session of legisla­ 
ture. 
Th*; additioal penny is not a price 
increase for the profit of oil produc- 
ters of refiners, but, instead, a state 
tax designed to react directly to the 
benefit of all Pennsylvania. 


Better roads in all sections of the 
state are expected as a result of the 
new gasoline tax. 
Each county will 
be credited by the state treasu rer 
with 50 per cent of the taxes collect­ 
ed by gasoline dealers in the respec­ 
tive counties. 
The law 
stipulates 
th a t counties must devote the money 
received from this source solely to 
the construction and repair of roads 
and highways or to paym ent of in­ 
t e r a c t c-n county bonds 
issued for 
road purposes. 
Counties will receive 
their shares of the tax twice a year, 
the first of A ugust and the first of 
February.

towns were bidding for it and how in 
the face of a $100 yearly rental for 
the water for that camp a main broke 
which lost for the Company 800,000 
gallons of water. 
He further stated: 
“It cost the Water Company $60,- 
000 to enlarge the plant to 
pump 
enough water for the 50th Anniver­ 
sary^ During that time there was an 
unusual demand for water hut there 
was no shortage. Gut of all the im­ 
provements and extra labor furnish­ 
ing the camp with water the Company 
got $4,OIH) rental. 
The rates were 
based on $4 coal but afterward coal 
soared to $11 and up and the Com­ 
pany 
lost money 
on every 
gallon 
pumped.

PLOT TO SWINDLE 
IN REVENUE TAXES 


Plan to Ship Great Quantities of 
Alcohol Unearthed By Treas­ 
ury Agent. 


Philadelphia, Sept. I— Evidence 
of 
a gigantic plot to swindle the govern­ 
m ent out of millions of dollars in rev­ 
enue taxes in 
the shipment of 
large 
quantities of alcohol through the ports 
of 
Philadelphia 
and New York 
has 
been unearthed by Nicholas C. Brooks, 
special ag e n t of the treasury depart­ 
ment here, and laid before the federal 
prohibition commissioner in W ashing­ 
ton . 
W hat 
M r. Brooks says 
is conclu­ 
sive proof of this charge is the fact 
th a t 
the P an am a 
schooner Tiburon, 
which now is seized by federal agents 
at Boston, 
has “ lost” one-third of 
a 
vast quantity 
of alcohol with 
which 
she sailed from New York. 
The schooner cleared about June I 
last from New 
York for 
Monrovia, 
Liberia, 
the same 
port of call 
for 
which the Lizzie V. Pall now is seek­ 
ing clearance papers in this port. 


Rich in One Trip 


The owners of the Lizzie V. Hall 
also w ant to transport alcohol under 
the 
sam e 
perm it as th a t used 
for 
shipping large quantities aboard 
the 
T ib u ro n . 
The ow ners now have in dock here 
I or on train in transit to this city al­ 


cohol from an Indiana distillery. The 
total tax 
rem itted on th a t 
shipment 
would be more than $200,000. 
Mr. Brooks strongly intim ated th a t 
the plot 
now revealed 
contem plates 
the scuttling of ships a fte r they 
had 
served their purpose. 
The scheme, he says, w as to buy up 
ancient and dilapidated schooners, the 
total value of which would not repre­ 
sent more than 
a drop in the bucket, 
compared with 
the enormous profits 
reaped from evading tax es. 


By way of comparison, Mr. Brooks 
asserts th a t the present owner of the 
Lizzie V. Hall purchased the ship for 
$7,900 from the owner in Seaford, Del., 
w hereas the taxes rem itted am ount to 
more than tw enty tim es th a t sum. 
Alcohol T ransferred at Sea 


In a letter to the federal prohibi­ 
tion commissioner in W ashington, a f­ 
ter a conference with the la tte r’s per­ 
sonal representative, M r. Brooks said 
he had inform ation indicating the al­ 
cohol in several instances never reach­ 
ed its destination, but was transferred 
to another ship 
before reaching Cape 
May, N. J . , at the mouth of the Dela­ 
ware river and sm uggled back through 
this port.
